ROOSEVELT SHIP LEAVES 
SYDNEY, N. S., ON CRUISE

INDIAN NIZAM FREES POLITICAL

Hyderabad Ruler’s Amnesty Affects 
Many Jailed for Rioting 
Against His Decrees. 

BOMBAY, India, Aug. 17 (AP).— 
The fabulously wealthy Nizam of 
Hyderabad freed political prisoners 
throughout his densely populated 
domain today, his 54th birthday. 

Among them were many jailed 
after Hindu-Moslem rioting last 
July 27 when six persons were 
killed and 20 injured near the Ni- 
zam’s palace. 

Moslems protested that constitu- 
tional reforms the Prince recently 
announced would give Hindus pre- 


ponderant iniluence in Hyderabad.

$6350 one at the rate of $35 a week 
and he hopes to salvage that invest- 
ment if the laundry keeps up pay- 
ments and a settlement is reached 
as to a $600 mortgage which may 
also be a lien prior to his. 

As to the $3000 mortgage, which 
is on a water-softener and washing 
machine in the Springfield laundry, 
Viopatch said he learned: on a re- 
cent visit to the laundry that the 
washing machine had never been 
delivered. Jones explained this, he 
said, by saying the machine was in 
St. Louis for repairs. | 

Viopatch said that he verified 
this and then had to put up $200 
for the repairs in order to get the 
machine to Springfield. The laun- 
dry operator has promised to start 
paying on the $3000 mortgage once 
the washer is in operation, Vlopatch 
said.

from banks, $1,527,823; items in 
transit, $9181; miscellaneous cash 
items, $8014, and other resources 
$207,986. 

When the Manufacturers’ Bank

The stern, which had been em-| 
bedded about six feet in the mud | 
after the submarine grounded dur-| 
ing a towing operation Saturday, 
was lifted more siowly to today’s 
submerged towing level, about 100| 
feet below the surface. |

Only the slight- 
est ground swell ruffled an other- 
wise flat sea, and a threatening 
cloud bank on the southern hori- 
zon was dissipated by a _ light 
breeze and a bright sun. 

Last night’s stiff breeze caused 
considerable damage to the maze 
of salvage gear attached to the 
Squalus. After davn, divers at- 
tached new hose lines to one of the 
pontoons and also to one of the 
submarine’s ballast tanks. It also 
was necessary to untangle twisted 
lines before the lift began.

to Carry on 


Produce Business. 


Hofmann Bros. Co., 700 North Sec- 
ond street, which in days of pros- 
perity employed about 500 persons, 
selling and shipping dried fruits, 
sugar, pecans, beans and other com- 
modities, but which last year had 
only a dozen men on the payroll, 
has sold its stock and will close its 
doors in a few days, President 
Louis A. Hofmann announced to- 
day. 

The stock was bought by the 
Meyer-Schmid Grocer Co. 823 
Spruce street, at market prices. 
Hofmann expected the yield would 
be between $25,000 and $30,000, 

“Tt's a sad story, this fight my 
two sons and I have been putting 
up to save the company,” Hof- 
mann, a tall, gray-haired man, said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “But 
it’s all over now and somehow I 
am thankful that my father and 
uncle are not alive to see the fin- 
ish.” 

The 79-year-old firm, Hofmann 
related, was founded by his father, 
Ernst G. Hofmann, and his uncle, 
F. W. Hofmann. The two brothers 
came to the United States from 
Germany with their parents in 1848 
and: after living a few years in 
Rochester, N. Y., moved to _  8t. 
Louis, Their father was a music 
teacher, but the boys préferred the 
more exciting life of merchants, 
They had no money but they 
dreamed of owning their own 
produce store some day. 

Opened Business in 1860. 
So, when they grew into young 


The years passed, the brothers 


married, reared large families and. 


grew prosperous. With increasing 
joy they watched their business ex- 
pand to such an extent that they 
had to move into larger quarters, 
the firm’s present five-story struc- 
ture, in 1883. 

“I began to learn the business al- 
most as soon as I could walk,” Hof- 
mann recalled. “There is certainly 
something fascinating about it. Just 
take a good whiff of that mixed 
aroma of coffee, spice and cinna- 
mon! 

“I took over after my father and 
uncle retired, and my two sons, Car] 
and W. H., have been my aassist- 
ants.

‘New Lows in General 
Death Rate and Infant 
and Maternal Mortality 
Are Reported. 


St Louis in 1938 enjoyed “its 
healthiest year,” Health Commis- 
sioner Joseph F. Bredeck set forth 
today in an annual report in which 
he and his staff assayed remarkable 
progress along many lines, but for- 
midable threats at a few crucial 
points. 

On the good side of the ledger 
they noted new lows in the general 


deaths and deaths of communicable 
diseases, outstandingly of typhoid, 
epidemic meningitis and the 
scourges, pneumonia and diphthe- 
ria. , 

On the credit side, too, they 
marked up growing official, lay 
and professional concern with pub- 
lic health and the particular pro- 
grams responsible for some of the 
particular achievements—milk con- | 
trol, which, the laboratory chief 
drily confessed, showed results that 
amazed him when he checked his 
first samples in several years; ve- 
nereal disease control, just begin- 
ning on a new rational basis, but 
already making a dent in a long- 
neglected problem; parochial school 
health supervision; the pneumonia 
program which saved an estimated 
60 lives last winter and is recom- 
mended to continue for five yesrs, 
and the free immunization program 
which cut the diphtheria death 
rate last year to the lowest of rec- 
ord, 1.9 to the 100,000 population 
in comparison with 3.2 in 1937, 13.2 
in 1926 and 36.1 in 1914. 

On Red Side of Ledger. 


are inadequacy of provision for lay 
health education, a drastic lack of 
nurses, the 20 years’ delay in en- 
larging Koch Hospital to take care 
of the neglected tuberculous, the 
mass problem of the slums—beyond 
the Health Division to tackle, but 
perhaps to be solved by the Housing 
Authority—and the growing menace 
of malnutrition among the thou- 
sands on relief or without relief. 

Discussing the statistical reports, 
Health Commissioner Bredeck 
pointed out that the eminence of 
St. Louis as a health center be- 
comes a liability to the city in the 
comparison of health figures, since 
thousands come here for treatment 
and the record include about 2000 
non-resident deaths a year. 

Hence the death rate shown last 
year was 12.3, tying St. Louis with 
San Francisco as ninth healthiest of 
the 14 American cities of more than 
500,000 population. But if non-resi- 
dent deaths were excluded, St. Louis 
would move up to seventh place, 
led by Detroit, Milwaukee, Los An- 
geles, Chicago, New York and 
Cleveland. 

Few Diphtheria Deaths, 

Even more striking, of the 16 
diphtheria deaths in St. Louis last 
year, all but four were of non- 
residents. The official rate was 
1.9, tying St. Louis with Chicago 
in next to last place (New Orleans) 
in diphtheria control, but the resi- 
dent rate was .5, which would have 
ranked it with Cleveland and Phil- 
adelphia, exceeded in effectiveness 
|of stamping out this once-dread 
| disease only by Baltimore, Buffalo 
,and Milwaukee and New York with 
‘rates of .3, and Boston with .2. 
| “Diphtheria is fast on the decline 
‘and in the next year will be rele- 
gated to the ranks of relatively 
rare diseases,” declared Dr. Bre- 
deck, but he added that it could 
be accomplished only by persuad- 
nme new parents and “those who 
have procrastinated,” to give their 
children “the advantages that 
other parents have given theirs by 
having them protected.” The warn- 
ing was pointed by a supplement- 
ary report citing deaths of diph- 
theria where the toxoid preventive 
had not been given until a few 
months before the child came in 
contact with the disease, so that 
immunity had not had time to build 
up. 
“In the last five annual reports 
I pointed out some of the health 
problems connected with our! 
slums,” said Dr, Bredeck. “A long- 
range housing program, with a long- 
range adequate city planning, is the 
only solution to many problems for 
the future welfare of this city 
This is fundamental from a health 
standpoint, as well as municipal] 
security in general. 

Question of Malnutrition. 

“In the last annual program I 
briefly mentioned the question of 
malnutrition and this is becoming 
a problem which annually has 
threatened to become worse, par- 
ticularly among relief clients. One 
cannot neglect nutrition in any 
group of individuals in a communi- 
ty without its reflecting itself on 
the general welfare of the com- 
munity. Food and shelter are cer- 
tainly indispensables of life and 
must be adequately provided for,/ 
and permanently.” 

Specific grounds appeared through- 
out the supplementary reports in 
figures on the preponderance of 
death and preventable disease and 
acutely of maternal, infant and tu- 
berculosis deaths in the poorer and 
more crowded districts and particu- 
larly in outright slums. 

An effort to meet the worst 
phases of the problem in two of 
the poorest, the Downtown and Mill 
Creek districts, in a three-year pro- 
gram with the State Health De- 
partment, was reported by the Mu- 
nicipal Visiting Nurses. In Mill 
Creek district they found 50 per 
cent of familjes on WPA, 25 per

I 
recommended that it be enlarged 
1000 beds, -This opinion was con- 
curred in by national authorities 
who came to St. Louis a few years 
later. Much effort was expended, 
plans were made, several bond is- 
sues passed, the staff reorganized

to be proud of. 
Not Enough Beds. 

“However, I cannot help but feel 
discouraged to find that after 20 
years we have added little more 
than 300 beds to this institution. 
The tuberculosis death rate goes 
down in proportion to the beds add- 
¢i there. We have never had suffi- 
cient beds to take. care of our tuber- 
culosis problem. Tuberculosis con- 
trol is purchasable.” 

“The problems of tuberculosis 
control,” reported Dr. H. I. Spec- 
tor, Assistant Health Commission-

Jury Out Six Hours. 
The jury, which had before it 
more than 2,000,000 words of testi- 
mony, deliberated more than six 
hours before announcing the ver- 
dicts which made the accused liable 
to maximum prison terms of five or 
15 years, depending on which of two 
statutes the Judge chose to invoke. 
Prior to 1937, Connecticut’s con- 
spiracy law called for a maximum 
penalty of five years in prison and 
$500 fine. In that year the Legis- 
lature ificreased the maximum pris- 
on term to 15 years. 
Since the State charges the Wa-| 
terbury conspiracy began in 1930 
and continued until 1938, there was 
a question as to which statute 
would guide the Judge in pronounc- 
ing sentence. 

In doubt, too, was whether Hayes, 
until last January Connecticut's 
Lieutenant-Governor, would com- 
plete his fifth term as Mayor, 
a post he has held since 1930. 

The city charter provides that 
the Board of Aldermen may re- 
move an elective officer by a two- 
thirds vote “for due cause,” and 
names the board’s president as suc- 
cessor in the event the mayoralty 
becomes vacant.

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Treasury Calls for Tax Revision 
Aid of Business, Labor, Farmers 


Leaders Invited to Present Their Views at 


Private Hearings in Advance of Study 


by House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP).— 
John W. Hanes, acting Secretary 
of the Treasury, asked business, 
farm and labor leaders today _to 
co-operate "in an “effort to work 
out a tax revision program which 
will further improve the laws re- 
lating to individual and corpora- 
tion taxes.” 

At his press conference, Hanes 
made public the text of a letter 
to officers in industry, labor, com- 
merce, banking ana agriculture. 

He asked those to whom he 
wrote whether they were interest- 
ed in getting therr tax views be- 
fore Congress and advised them 
that he would like to arrange for 
them preliminary hearings before 
Treasury officials. 

He said he desired to assemble 
the information in order to have 
a record of “public tax opinion” 
for the subcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee when 
it meets on Nov. 1. 

This subcommittee is to make a 


study of the entire tax structure. 
Text of Letter. 

The text of Hanes’ letter: 

“The subcommittee of the Ways 
and Means Committee of the House 
of Representatives has been in- 
structed to make a thorough study 
of internal revenue taxation during 


the recess of the Seventy-sixth Con- 
gress. 

“The chairman of this subcommit- 
tee, Mr. Jere Cooper, is desirous of 
having all pertinent material ready 
for presentation early in the next 
session of the Congress. 

“With the approval of his com- 
mittee, I am writing to ask your 
co-operation in this effort to work 
out a tax revision program which 
will further improve the laws re- 
lating to individual and corporation 
taxes, the regulations derived there- 
from and the administrative proce- 
dure in their collection. 

“Our Common Problem.” 

“If you—or any organization with 
which you are connected—should be 
interested in having your views 
placed before the committee in full, 
I shall be glad to arrange—at a 
time convenient to you before Nov. 
1, a private hearing before the 
Treasury staff assigned to compile 
a record of present public tax 
opinion. Your views will receive 
every consideration and I shall ap- 
preciate your help. 

“This is our common problem, 
and a successful effort toward its 
solution will depend largely on our 
mutual and sympathetic under- 
standing of the questions that con- 
front both the Government and the 
taxpayer. 

“I shall await your answer with 
interest.” 


FISH URGES S0-DAY 
MORATORIUM ON WAR 


American Says at Oslo Meet- 
ing He Fears Conflict 
Will Break Out Sunday. 


OSLO, Norway, Aug. 17 (AP).— 
Representative Hamilton Fish of 
New York, sponsoring .a 30-day 
“war moratorium” toward settle- 
ment of international disputes by 
negotiation, urged today a “strong 
united plea to the governments of 
the world, including the Vatican.’ 

Placing his resolution before the 
Interparliamentary Union Congress, 
Fish said, “If the Danzig and Po- 
lish agitation continues, the slight- 
est spark may start a world con- 
flagration.”’ 

He added, “We should shirk our 
obligations to humanity, our duty 
as representatives of. millions of 
free people, if we join the defeatist 
attitude towards peace and wash 
our hands as Pontius Pilate over 
Europe’s crucifixion and perhaps 
that of civilization and christian- 
ity. 
“No Guarantee of Success.” 

“I offer no guarantee of success. 
I take it for granted that the Dem- 
ocratic nations will be only too 
willing to resert to such peaceful 
methods of arbitration. I cannot 
vouch for Germany or Italy, but 
the repudiation of such an offer 
will be their responsibility, not 
ours.” 

Fish emphasized that he was act- 
ing as a private individual and not 
as chairman of the United States 
delegation. 

His proposal, he said, had not 
been submitted to the administra- 
tion in Washington. 

Col. Arthur Evans, chief of the 
British delegation, moved to offer 
an amendment to the Fish resolu- 
tion, but the chairman explained 
under established procedure the 
resolution first must go to a coun- 
cil from which a two-thirds vote is 
required to qualify it for floor de- 
bate and disposition. The council 
will meet tomorrow. 

Names Aug. 20 as the Day. 

Fist, who flew here from Ger- 
many a plane lent by German 
Foreign Minister Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, said he feared war might 
break out Aug. 20, asserting, “I 
know what I am doing. I have in- 
formation on this grave situation, 
but I cannot publish it.” 

Some delegates expressed fear 
such a conference as he suggested 
might result in “another Munich” 
but Fish countered: 

“I don’t care about Munich or if 
one group or another of the powers 
gains some small benefits by an 
arrangement. The only thing that 
matters is to prevent war.” 

He would not say where he got 
information on Aug. 20 as the cru- 
cial date, but said he did not get it 


in Germany. 


French Press Says Fish Is Dupe of 
Axis Powers. 

PARIS, Aug. 17 (AP).—Hamil- 
ton Fish’s suggestion for a 30-day 
truce in European power politics 
was treated roughly today by 
French newspaper commentators. 

“His name is Fish,” said the 
newspaper L’Ordre, “Isn't that clear 
enough? The fish has bitten.” 

Other newspapers commented 
that Fish was given a free airplane 
ride by Germany’s Foreign Minis- 
ter and declared that he was duped 
by the German and Italian propa- 
ganda machine into floating a trial 


balloon.

Solicitor-General Says Party’s 
Need Is Courage to Fol-

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 17 
(AP).—Robert H. Jacwkson, Unit- 
ed States  Solicitor-General, de- 
clared today what the Democratic 
party needs in the 1940 campaign 
is “not the boldness to create a 
new leadership, but the courage to 
follow the bold leadership that we 
have.” 

“We have now reached a decisive 
st@ge in the setruggle to maintain 
the liberal Democratic party which 
Franklin Roosevelt has created,” 
Jackson said in an address before 
an Illinois State Fair Democratic 
rally. 

“A failure now will doom our 
party to a shelving as loyg as that 
of 1860. The Democratic' party by 
1860 had failed to keep the faith 
of Jefferson and Jackson.

Government Will Have More 
Than 5,700,000 Bales for 
British Deal. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP),— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
announced today the Government 
would take title to more than half 
of the 11,420,000 bailes of coton held 
‘under loans to growers in order to 
carry out the cotton-rubber’ ex- 
change agreement with Great Brit- 
ain. 

At the same time, the Secretary 
said the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion » would extend Government 
loans on the 1938 cotton crop for 
one year, until July 31, 1940. All of 
the Government loans en cotton are 
on an annual basis and mature 
July 31. 

Wallace said the Government 
Loan Corporation already had 
taken title to 1,670,000 bales of 1934 
crop cotton. On Sept. 1 of this 
year he said the Government would 
take title to 5,270;000 bales of 1937 
crop cotton. 

Although the exchange of sur- 
plus American cotton for British 
rubber tentatively calls for only 
500,000 and 600,000 bales, the Sec- 
retary said that it was necessary 
to take title to the 1937 crop also 
in order to provide the quality 
needed.

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THE W P A WAGE HIKE. 

In raising the pay of its employes $2.50 a month, 
the Works Projects Administration has eased one of 
the wage difficulties handed it by the last Congress 
and intensified another. 

Congress directed the WPA to limit the differentials 
which have hitherto existed between the scale of pay 
in the North and the South to the difference in the 
cost of living between the two sections, but to leave 
the average pay substantially the same. Followed im- 
plicitly, this would have meant sharp rises in pay in 
the South and sharp decreases in the North. 

The decrease in the North would have run from 
12 to 15 per cent, but in view of the blanket increase 
it will now average only about 6 per cent. It is 
hoped by this means to prevent the spread in the 
North of militant discontent such as marked the 
abandonment of the “prevailing wage” rule a few 
weeks ago. 

On the other hand, the general increase in pay will 
add to the discontent of influential employing groups 
in the South, who have protested that even the old 
wage scale caused labor, particularly in the rural sec- 
tions, to demand more for private work than it had 
been accustomed to receive. The wage for unskilled 
labor in the rural South will jump from $26 to $35 
a month. 

There is no reason, in abstract justice, why WPA 
workers in the South should not recéive real wages 
equal to those paid in the North. This, in fact, is the 
concept back of the wage-hour law, The fact remains, 
nevertheless, that such a sharp increase in the WPA 
wage scale in the rural South will give rise to painful 
economic dislocations. It will be possible to give 
work at these rates to only a minor fraction of those 
who will want it, for in some Southern states the 
average family income is less than $35 a month. In 
many rural counties the relief worker, drawing $420 
a year, will be a veritable aristocrat. 

In spite of the temporary anomalies to which it 
may give rise, the policy of forbidding the WPA to 
discriminate between sections is a sound one and 
should be accépted as permanent.

Fruits low in pectin may be com- 
bined with those having a higher, 
percentage if a jelly-like consist- 
ency is desired. Berries may be 
crushed or left whole. Plums, 
grapes and peaches should have the 


the skins if they are inedible. 

Fruit and sugar are the only 
ingredients necessary to make jam. 
Measure the prepared fruit into the 
preserving kettle and add two- 
thirds as much sugar by measure. 
Stir the mixture over the heat until 
the sugar is dissolved and the mix- 
ture comes to a boil. The cooking 
should be rapid in order to pre- 
serve the bright natural color and 
the natural flavor. Boil until it 
has a thick consistency and the 
fruit is clear. Some precaution 
should be taken to avoid burning. 

Remove kettle from the heat and 
let the mixture stand a few min- 
utes so that it may stiffen slightly 
and thus help prevent the fruit 
from floating in the liquid. Pour 
jam into clean hot jars and seal; 
or pour into clean hot glasses and 
when cold, cover the jam with hot 
paraffin. If glasses are used the 
mixture should be cooked to a jel- 
ly-like consistency. 

Damson Plum Jam. 

Four quarts damson plums. 

One quart cold water. 

Sugar. 

Wash plums, add water and cook 
the fruit until the skins are soft. 
Cool and remove the seeds. Meas- 
ure, add two-thirds as much sugar 
and proceed as in the manner given 
above. The flavor of the plums 
should be practically unchanged 
and the color should be a rich, 
sparkling red. 

Grape Jam. 

Wash the. grapes. Remove the 
stems and press the pulp from the 
skins. Cook the pulp and put it 
through a sieve to remove the seeds. 
Add the skins to the pulp, meas- 
ure this mixture and add two-thirds 
as much sugar. Cook until the 
skins are tender, about 20 minutes 
and proceed as above. 

Peace and Orange Jam. 

One pint diced peaches, 

Juice of one orange. 

Grated rind of one-half orange. 

Juice of one lemon, 

Sugar. 

Measure the prepared fruit and 
juice and add two-thirds as much 
sugar and the grated rind. Heat, 
stirring until the sugar is dis- | 
solved. Boil the mixture until it is | 
thick and clear and proceed as in| 
the directions given above. 

Carrot Honey. 

One pint grated raw carrots, 

Two cups sugar. 

Grated rind of one lemon. 

Juice of two lemons, 

Mix the ingredients well, heat 
slowly and cook the mixture until 
it is thick and clear. Proceed as 


in the general directions for making 
jam. This is excellent with cold 
meat.

'in securing the right care for him. 
If the teacher or the doctor or den- 
itist or clergyman start work on a 
'false understanding it is safe to 
say that the work won't take. Be- 
'gin right. 
| This is especially important 
‘when entering a child, of what- 
ever age or cendition, in a school. 
Tell the person in charge the 
truth about the child. Don't 
falsify his age. In the first place 
‘the falsehood will not alter the 
fact, and often the child’s age is 
‘an indication of his abiilty'to be- 
‘gin work, or carry work, and if 
‘the teacher has the wrong idea 
only the child suffers for it. Don’t 
falsify a child’s birth record lest 
it coms back some day to trouble 
you. Birth records are used many 
i'times in a lifetime and it is wise 
ito have them accurate, say for 
|'passport use, or military service. 
Even from a practical point alone 
the truth serves best. And it 
‘helps children more than any lie 
can ever be forced to do. 

When you are trying to get help 
for a backward child tell the 
whole story. Answer the ques- 
jtions asked you as truthfully as 
you can. Hiding the facts means 
hindering the doctor and _ the 
teacher. When they begin work 
with the child they soon verify 
your story and if it is false they 
must begin again. Time is wasted, 
and along with the time some- 
thing as valuable, the faith and 
the respect of those whose help 
you enlisted.

Telling a teacher that a child 
has always been truthful, honest, 
brave and responsible, when your 
very reason for taking him to the 
teacher is his directly opposite be- 
havior, does not serve at all. The 
child will soon tell his own tale 
in his behavior, the teacher wil] 
understand and begin to work 
against his weaknesses and  to- 
ward his strength. The untruth 
is useless and costly. 

I think it is very wrong to tell 
outsiders the faults or weaknesses 
of children, to gossip about them 
at any time. But it is quite as 
wrong to hide those defects when 
seeking help for the children. Tell 
tne truth to those whose duty it 
is to cure them, but conceal them 
from unhelpful strangers. Dont 
talk about them even in the fam- 
ily. Error grows by acceptance. 
Refuse to accept it. If you talk 
about it as something settled and 
real, you help fix it upon the child. 
Set about getting help and screen 
the child who needs it. 

What is one to say to the child 
himself? As little as possibie 


about hig trouble. He must face 
it squarely, He must know that 
he fails in behavior or work, and 
at the same time he must know 
that with help, mostly from his 
own strong desire to improve, he 
can do better. He cannot be told 
he is a success because that would 
deny the truth. He cannot be told 
that he is a failure because that 
would be confirming his error. He 
can be told that he is in need of 
strength for this purpose, and 
shown how to get it. He can be 
trained to hope, to wish for suc- 
cess, and to work, under direction, 
to get it. 

The first step always is for the 
parent to tell the truth as far as 
he knows it to those he depends 
upon for help. 


PREVENTS CRACKING

On Hayfever 
By a Doctor 


Physicians Themselves Are 
Afflicted — Apparently 
Hereditary.

LEANED from Dr. Warren iz 
(5 vaushan's currently published 
book on Allergy, the following 
n Hay Fever: 
n eereaite, ” Bag fever in twins. 
Among six pairs of identical twins, 
three pairs both had hay fever. In 
the cases of two pairs, the mothers 
also had it. In a pair of identical 
twins, one was sensitive to pollen, 
food. 
a po other sets, both twins had 
asthma. One pair was adult and 
did not remember the date of on- 
set. In the other pair—children— 
the onset of asthma was 10 months 
and 11 months. 

A personal observation of mine 
concerns two sisters. One had fall 
hay fever from the age of 15. The 
other was free until the age of 28, 
though exposed to the same en- 
vironment. Then she developed 
severe hay fever—fall and spring 
type both. 

The doctors have it. Every doc- 
tor who has made important con- 
tributions to the study of hay fever 
had the disease himself. 

John Bostock, of Liverpool, de- 
scribed in 1819 his own case of a 
“Periodical Affection of the Eyes 
and Chest,” which came on in the 
middle of June every year and 
lasted until the middle of July. It 
consisted of inflammation of the 
eyes, “irritation of the nose, pro- 


ducing sneezing, which occurs in 
‘fits of extreme. violence.” 
‘allergic to grasses, the common type 
‘of hay fever in England,
